It was their observation that the people in the village 
were only concerned with naticnal news coverage, were Very 
unoreanized, and not well supplied, and in a mass state of 
conclusion. 

They did not observe in any quantities any medical suppiics 
or XLood. 


Asked of the ages of the people observed, they both stated 
that they could not xccall seeing any small children, did sae 
one elderly man in the trading post, the vest being in their 
Late teens ox mid 20's, They did not observe any Negroes nor 
many fomalese : 


“Thoy described the individual introduced as THOMAS as an 
Indian male in his late 20s, approximately 5° 6", weighing 
135 to 140 pounds, long hair, black jacket, levis, clean smooth 
ace, Very congenial. 


They wore shown a group of photographs and identified the 


followine individuals as those possibly seen while thoy wore 
in Wounded Knee.
